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EXPAND EFFORT TO CONTROL 
COYOTE PREDATION ' 

An intensified effort to control 
coyote predation on Maine’s deer 
therd has been announced by Fish 
wand Wildlife Commissioner Glenn 
H, Manuel. 

Manuel says that a change in his 
Department’s administrative poli- 
cy on coyote control will authorize 
district game wardens to issue per- 
mits to trappers to take the pre- 
dators from December through Ap- 
ril wherever coyotes pose a threat 
to deer and other vidlife. 

Manuel said the expanded coyote 
trapping effort is intended to pro- 
vide rapid response to localized 
predation problems. “This isn’t 
all-out warfare on coyotes,” he 
said, “that would be futile. We're 
going right after the individuals 
that are raising havoc. with our 
deer and other wildlife.” 

The Commissioner said Warden 
Service personnel will identify 
areas where control is nucessary, 
investigate coyote complaints to de- 
termine if control is warranted and 
arrange for special trapping per- 
mits for trappers. “This progress 
‘will be expedited,” Manuel said, 
“to provide response before a pre- 
dation situation gets out of hand.” 


Wardens and other Department - 


personnel will also take an active 
part in the trapping effort. 

Manual said the program will be 
monitored closely and critically ev- 
aluated and that changes will be 
made whenever necessary. 

Maine’s coyote population, which 
has grown rapidly and spread 
throughout the state over the past 
15 years or so, is blamed in part 
for a decrease in the deer pop- 
ulation in some areas. Other ma- 
jor factors in the decline in deer 
mumbers include severe climatic 
‘wonditions —- obviously uncontrol- 
able—and deteriorating habitat, 
which can be improved only over 
a period of many years. 

Another phase of the coyote con- 
trol program is under develop- 
ment; It will include specialized 
training for trappers, along with 
efforts to. help them get the best 
prices for the furs they take. 

Last year, a change in trapping 
regulations, provided an addition- 
al five days of trapping in the 
southern part of the state before 
freeze-up. Trapping for coyotes af- 
ter the ground is frozen is much 
less productive than in the earli- 
er fall period. In addition, it poses 
a threat to other species of wild- 
dife during the season when it is 
unlawful to take them.

From Washington 


The Crude Oil Windfall Profits 
Tax Act of 1979 was critically ex- 
amined by the Senate for more 
than one month, The lengthy de- 
bate devoted to this measure was 
commensurate with its vital im- 
portance to our economy and our 
economic future. I doubt that Con- 
gress has even considered such a 
significant bil—energy or other- 
wise—that woul+.affect the lives 
of every American, 

The legislation has accomplish- 
ed two basic and necessary goals. 
First, it has established a.grame- 
work of incentives under w. sh the 
domestic oi] industry can*pursue 
inereased exploration and produc- 


‘tion with a secure expectation of 


a fair return on investment, Sec- 
ond, it has provided a wide vari- 
ety of programs for consumers, 
which will mitigate the effects of 
decontrol of oil prices and assist 
individuals. in conservation efforts. 

I believe the Senate acted con- 
seientiously. in strengthening the 
windfall tax bill submitted by the 
Finance Committee, Debate focus- 
ed on balancing the interests of 
oil producers and consumers and 
the outcome was beneficial to the 
public good, in my opinion. The 
minimum tax revenue figure was 
increased to a level that would 
give the U. S. Treasury ample 
funds for public use, but would 
also allow oil producers fully ade- 
quate funds to finance future Op- 
erations, 

The overriding consideration 
that the Senate worked under was 
the urgent need to diversity energy 
production in this country, as well 
as promoting maximum domestic 
oil production, We must remove 
‘any opportunity for the OPEC car- 
itel to blackmail America by halt- 
ing the export of crude. To make 
our domestic .oil industry work 


. most efficiently for America, it 


must be complemented by alterna- 
tive means of energy production. 

To this end, the Senate approv- 
ed strong incentives for passive 
solar designs of buildings and 
ihomes, and the use of biomass (or- 
ganic material),- wind and the 
earth’s. naturally created heat to 
produce energy. 

The Senate bill properly reflect- 
ed the need to assist Americans 
in paying inevitably higher energy 
bills. There must be incentives for 
conservation, although American 
families. cannot suffer undue econ- 
omic hardship from the decontral 
of oil prices. Residential tax cre- 
dits have been made available 
through the next three to five 
years to assist home-owners and 
Jandlords in meeting expenses for 
conservation improvements, To- 
gether, the residential tax credits 
form a generous program for 
homeowners and present a unique 
opportunity to reduce significant- 
ly home energy bills in the 1980's. 

Several credits are of special in- 
terest to Maine residents; 

A new $300 tax credit for air- 
‘tight woodburning stoves, which I 
co-authored, would apply to ex- 
penditures made after July 15, 
1979 and before January 1, 1983; 

—A new $300 tax credit for 
expenditures made for wood-fired 
furnaces and boilers, which I sub- 
mitted with other New England 
Senators, would apply to installa- 
tions of these units as part of a 
central heating system. Because of 
the Budget Act, this credit will not 
become available until 1980. 

—A new $300 tax credit for re- 
placement of old furnaces with 
new high efficiency models, av- 
ailable after Sept. 30, 1979 ‘until 
Jan, 1, 1986; 

—An extension through 1985 of 
a $300 tax credit for weatherizing 
homes—I introducéd this méasureé 
originally in 1974; 

Increased tax credits (maxi- 
mum. $5,000) for homeowners who’ 
install wind or solar equipment in 
their residences, 

These residential credits, and a 
business credit for use of low-head 
hydro, will help Maine conserve 
More heating il, inerease the 
state’s tise of indigénous resotirees 
and move toward a self-efficient 
status in the next décade,

ers and their parents electing to 
participate. This course is being 
closely monitored and will be re- 
vised and refined as input is ob- 
tained from faculty, parents, and 
students, Middle school students 
also receive instruction in Body 
Structure and Function and Nu- 
trition through their Science and 
Home Economics classes. 

There are nine areas of study 
now being offered in the high 
school which include a health com- 
ponent, most significantly Biology, 
Home Economics and English. Of 
the 1980 senior class, only nine 
students have not taken Biology. 
English classes incorporate Per- 
sonality and Emotional Health 
through discussion of family roles, 
decision making, values and pre- 
paration for marriage and career. 

District teachers participated in 
a “Health Awareness” workshop 
on Oct, 5 as inservice education 
for the new health curriculum 
component. Future inservice plans 
include another district-wide work- 
shop on Jan, 25 on drug and al- 
cohol abuse education, This has 
been planned in response to the 
rising concern of teachers and in- 
dividuals in the community over 
the apparently widespread use of 
alcohol and drugs in our area. As 
development and implementation 
of health education begins in the 
high school, workshops are being 
planned for small groups of teach- 
ers in specific areas of the curri- 
culum which they will then be 
covering. 

In January the School Health 
Program, the Bethel Area Health 
Center and the Sunday River Ski- 
way will sponsor a skiing safety 
clinic. This will be held after 
school and will be open to all 
interested skiers and will cover 
binding safety, prevention and 
eare of frostbite and hypothermia 
and proper use of the ski patrol in 
case of accident, More information 
will be available after Jan. 4. The 
School Health Education Project 
will combine with the Bethel Area 
Health Center and Adult Educa- 
tion to offer “Mini-Medicine: In- 
stant Pediatrics’ in the spring. 
This 18-hour (six-session) course 
aims at teaching childcare, in 
health and illness to lay people. 
There are also plans to expand the 
course and offer it to teachers for 
recertification credit in the fall of 
1980. 


Mrs, O’Connor hopes that the 
School/Community Health Educa- 
tion Program will generate active 
community interest and participa- 
tion and she solicits input and sup- 
port for it from interested persons.

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ALIENS MUST REPORT 
ADDRESSES IN JANUARY 

Arthur A. Poulin, Jr., Director 
of the Maine District, United States 
Immigration and. Naturalization 
Service has stated that the annual 
alien. address report program us- 
ually causes a sharp rise in the 
number of applications for natural- 
ization, 

The Immigration and Nationality 
Act requires all aliens in the Unit- 
ed States, with few exceptions, to 
report their addresses each Jan- 
uary, Throughout the United 
States, almost 30% more applica- 
tions for naturalization are receiv- 
ed during the months of January, 
February and March than are re- 
ceived during other months. 

Aliens not required to make 
this report are diplomats and those 


persons accredited to certain in- . 


ternational organizations. 


Forms for making the reports 
will be available to aliens at all 
Post Offices and offices of the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service during the month of Jan- 
uary. Aliens desiring information 
concerning naturalization, or simi- 
Jar matters may obtain the neces- 
sary forms or information at an 
office of the Immigration and Na- 
turalization Service where person- 
nel trained in these fields are av- 
ailable to answer inquiries. 

Aliens who obtain an address 
report form at a Post Office must 
affix a postage stamp to the com- 
pleted form and place the form in 
a mail box. 


At this time all aliens in the 
United States as well as any pros- 
pective employer of an alien who 
is in the United States, are also 
placed on notice that the issu- 
anee of a Social Security Account 
Card to an alien is not evidence 
of legal permission from the gov- 
ernment to be employed in the 
United States. As a general rule, 
only those aliens who have been 
lawfully admitted to the United 
States for permanent residence 
(lawfully resident immigrants) may 
work in the United States. Howev- 
er, certain aliens who have been 
admitted for a temporary stay in 
the United States (non-immi- 
grants), but who in unusual emer- 
gency situations have received 
written permission from the Im-, 
migration and Naturalization Ser-| 
vice may accept employment in, 
the United States. | 


Any other alien working in the 
United States in violation of law 
is subject to certain penalties es-: , 
tablished by the Immigration and| 
Nationality Act, including requir- 
ed departure ‘from the United 
States, 


Therefore, any alien, employer 
of aliens, or prospective employer 
of aliens, having questions con- 
cerning the legal right of aliens 
to be employed in the United 
States should consult with the 
nearest office of the U. S, Immi- 
gration and Naturalization Service.

Application forms for Maine’s 
1980 moose: hunting season will be 
available early in January, accord- 
ing to the Maine Fish and Wild- 
life Department. 

Prospective participants in the 
Sept. 2227 season in northern 
Maine may obtain the forms from 
town clerks or other resident hunt- 
ing and fishing license agents, 

Seven hundred moose hunting 
permits will be issued to Maine 
residents whose applications are 
selected at a.drawing in July. 

Applications are limited to one 
per person, The Department will 
maintain a policy of invalidating , 
any additional applications from 
the same individual, and the $5 
application fee accompanying each 
will be forfeited. 

To complete the application 
form, the hunter must first have 
bought a 1980 Maine resident hunt- 
ing license. 

Tf an assistant hunter is desir- 
ed, the name and address of the 
selected individual must also be 
filled-in on the form and may not 
ibe changed ‘after it is submitted. 

The Jaw establishing the moose

POLICE OFFER ADVICE ON 
SAFE WINTER DRIVING 


The Maine State Police advise 
of some steps to safer winter driv- 
ing for motorists who may have 
problems coping with the seasonal 
road conditions. 

“Reduced visibility and inade- 
quate traction provide the most 
trouble for motorists during this 
time of year,” said Col. Aan H. 
Weeks, Chief of the Maine State 
Police. 


Col. Weeks listed the follow- 
ing steps to safer winter driving: 

—A motorist should get the 
“feel” of the road with the ve- 
hicle when starting out, or when 
conditions change. This is done by 
accelerating carefully to see if the 
wheels spin, or of braking gent- 
ly to see if the vehicle slides. After 
finding the skid point, reduce 
speed and following distance ac- 
cordingly. 

—wNote how the brakes operate. 
Water, overnight moisture or the 
need for adjustment can cause 
slipping, grabbing brakes that can 
result in loss of control. 

—In addition, the state police 
advise increased following distan- 
ces when conditions deteriorate, 
“pumping” brakes to slow or stop, 
using snow tires with good treads 
and keeping the windshield and 
windows clear. 

‘In the event an unavoidable 
accident does occur, motorist and 
passenger(s) will be safer from 


. injury if seat belts and harnesses 


provided for extra protection are 
used,” said Weeks.

half of all fatal accidents, and in 
more than 70% of all Single ve- 
hicle rural fatal crashes, Stilphen 
said. 

“The statistics involve no spe- 
cial time of year; so this season of 
parties and celebrations, the im- 
plications are even more frighten- 
ing,” he said. 

According to Maine’s Public 
Safety Commissioner, citizens 
should know and understand what 
alcohol does to the body; know 
one’s drinking limitations; and if 
one does drink to excess, let some 
one else drive. 

Stilphen’s warning is clear: If 
this holiday time is to be kept from 
ibeing disasterous for many people 
and many motor vehicles in Maine, 
care and cOmmon sense will have 
to replace the all too common 
holiday carelessness of some driv- 
ers and walkers,
